The Cotton States Exposition, Would 
Benefit the Whole Country. 
Charlotte, N. ¢C., June 4.—(Special.)—The 
business men of Charlotte are in thorough 
sympathy with the Atlanta exposition, and 
as the chamber of commerce is being re- 
organized, the president enfbodied that feel- 
ing for Colonel Avery in the following 

strong letter to President Collier: 

“Lt am in hearty accord with the scheme 
of the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition, having for: its purpose the exten- 
sion of the trade of the United States with 
the Spanish American and other countries 
to the south of us. 

“This city is the central point of a line of 


manutactories, the products of which I be-> 


lieve would be very saleable in Mexico and 
South America. These products are such 
soods as brown domestics, ginghams, plaids, 
towels, counterpanes, blankets, knit goods 
and various other products-in cotton and 
wool. There are also products of cotton 
Seed. The Latin racgp have none of the 
Anglo-Saxon prejudice against a pure vege- 
tabie oil for cooking purposes. Our cotton 
oil trade ought to be largely extended 
amongst the Latin people to’ the south of 
us. 

“While any extension of trade would be for 
the whole United States, yet if we assume 
that the south would get the bulk of it, the 
north would be largely benefited in being 
relieved of the competition of those south- 
ern goods, Which might ve exported. ‘This 
State, North Carolina, has derived very 
considerable advafitage from exhibits made 
by the state in Boston, Chicago and other 
places. I believe a state exhibit. if made 
in Atlanta in 1895,under favorable conditions, 
would be of more advantage than any ot 
the other exhibits have been, because there 
would be the specific purpose of extending 
our trade. 

“Il hope that congress authorize a 
sovernment exhibit, that the various states 
wili exhibit and that the exposition may be 
made a succéss.

/HOOTING THE SINNER. 


Crowds Cry, ‘Shame on You’ {o Breck- 
inridge at the Capital. 


HE CREATES GREAT ENTHUSIASM 


Apparently He Has More Support- 
ers Than His mies: 


PERSONAL ENCOUNTERS ARE FEARED 


To Avoid Fights the Courthouse Was Shut 
Up,and the Speaking Was Done 
in the Opera House. 


Frankfort, Ky., June 4.—Not since the 
Hard cider campaign of Harrison i 
has there been such political excitement in 
Kentucky’s capital as was manifested here 
today. Congressman Breckinridge arrived 
this morning at 10° o’clock from Lexington 
and was met at the depot by a throng of 
followers and three hundred of the Breck- 
inridge Club wearing badges. It was fif- 
teen minutes before his friends could extri- 
caté him from the crowds pressing forward 
to shake his hand. When the hotel was 
reached the crowd and enthusiasm grew 
until Colonel Breckinridge appeared upon a 
balcony and bowed his acknowledgements. 
But they were not all Breckinridye men, 
for when the colonel appeared a mighty 
shout went up from Owens’s supporters: 
“Shame on you! shame on you!’ 

The excitement grew intense as the bread 
and butter brigade, with music and ban- 
ners, wearing Lreckinridge badges, march- 
ed to the hotel. What was intended for a 
forma] reception at the Merriwether hotel 
became a sysging and shouting mass seem- 
ingly without intent. The Owens men 
were not abashed by the noise and num- 
bers of their opponents and cheers and 
groans intermingled. At 2 o’clock p. m., 
the hour for the speech-making, the au- 
thorities refused to allow any meeting in 
the courthouse, as a collision was feared. 
The opera house was secured and Colone! 
Breckinridge addressed all who could gain 
admission. His speech was on the same 
lines as those already published and was 
given a fair hearing by friends and foes. 

Excitement is high tonight. This being 
court day, nearly the entire county popula- 
tion is here and personal encounters are 
feared. F 


C.AAALMERS WOULD ACCEPT, 
If Tendered the Nomination by the 
Pecple’s Party. 

Memphis, Tenn., June 4.—The following 
letter conveys the most interesting piece of 
populist news of the day: 

“Horn Lake, Miss., June 2, 1894.—Hon. 
C. M. Haynie, Chairman District Cém- 
mittee of People’s Party, Olive Branch, 
Miss. Dear Sir: Your letter asking whether 
I would accept the nomination of the peo- 


—ple's,.perty) fer congré<s in the second dis- 


trict, if tendered to me, received. 

“I have no desire to re-enter the turmoil, 
strife and bitterness of political life, but, 
in the present deplorable condition of af- 


fairs, I do hot think any man should de- 


cline to give his services if they are called 
for by the people. When I was in congress 
I «advocated the issue of mote greenbacks 
and the free coinage of silver and I voted 
for Townsend’s resolution for a graduated 
income tax and I stand today where I 
stood then on these questions. When Mis- 
Ssissippi re-elected «a man to the senate who 
had voted against the free coinage of 
silver and to take away the legal tender 
feature from greenbucks, I became an inde- 
pendent democrat, and with the endorse- 
ment of the greenback and republican con- 
ventions in 1882, was elected to congress. 
In 1684 Cleveland for president and Morgan 
for congress received the certificate of elec- 
tion in our district on a platform recogniz- 
ing silver as a money metal, but both of 
them went against the free coinage of 
silver after the election. 

“In 1888 the democratic phatform ignored 
the silver question and the republican plat- 
form declared for it, and I, for the first 
time, then announced myself as a republi- 
can and was the republican nominee for 
congress. In this canvass I said of the a!- 
liance movement what I now believe of 
the people’s party—that it presented the 
brightest hope of reforming politics in Mis- 
sissippi that I had then seen. The testimony 
of General West in my contested election 
case against Morgan showed that he and 
the alliancemen voted against me, notwith- 
standing the fact that Morgan had voted 


against silver, and with a majority 6? the | 


republicans, including C. H. Smalls, the 
only negro then in congress. I was for 
more greenbacks and free silver and a 
graduated income tax, when nine-tenths of 
the men who now 
party were bitterly against me. 

‘“‘Now we agree fully on financial ques- 
tions. which I consider the vital issues of 
the day, and if the people’s purty should 
nominate me as its candidate—which I neith- 
er anticipate nor desire—I would feel it to 
be my duty to accept, and I would, on its 
platform, defend its principles to the best 
of my ability. ' 

“I do not consider the tariff question as 
an issue in this canvass, but in case it 
should be forced into it, that there may be 
no mistake 4s to my position. I am now, 
as I have been, in favor of admitting free 
every article that we cannot produce and 
putting a revenue duty on everything that 
we can produce to encourage home industry, 
and I am in favor of raising the balance 
of revenue necessary for a government 
economically administered by a graduated 
income tax. I am utterly opposed to the 
Cleveland doctrine of free raw materials 
for the benefit of manufacturers. The man 
wro digs iron and coal from the earth is 
entitled to as much encouragement as the 
man who makes it into steel, but no more. 
And the man who makes cotton is entitled 
to as much protection in holding up its 
price as the man who produces anything 
else, but no more. 

“The bugbear cry of paternal govern- 
ment raised against the people’s party is 
ridiculous in the mouths of men who advyo- 
cate banks of issue, either national or 
state.

Portland, Ore., June 4.—~The voters of 
Oregon today elected their entire state 
ticket—two members of congress, one su- 
preme court judge and full county and mu- 
nicipal tickets. Owing to the great extent 
of the flood it will be a week or more 
before the full returns are received. In 
Portland the counting is slow because of 
the great length of the ticket. There are 
one hundred and seventy-six names on the 
ballot. It is safe to say that the repub- 
licans have elec##d the entire ticket. For 
the past eight years, two terms, Pennoyer, 
populist, has been governor. The rest of 
the ticket except the attorney general has 
been republican. 

Nathan Pierce, the head of the populist 
ticket, undoubtedly polled a large vote, 
but it is thought that the fact that Gallo-

PORTLAND FLOODED. 
Merchants Putting Their Goods en 
Platforms to Save Them. 

. Portland, Ore., June 4.—Merchants in the 
flooded districts were at work all day re- 
moving goods or raising them on platforms 
above the water. The river continues to 
rise and the situation STrOWS more se- 
rious. The river here is thirty-one feet 
above low wuter and is rising at the rate 
of one foot every twenty-four hours. Three- 
fourths of the wholesale district is under- 
water from three to four feet and the 
water is fast encroaching upon the best 
part of the retail district. Hundreds of 
small houses on the flats are surrounded 
by water up to the second story and have 
begun to turn over

A rise of six 
inches more will shut off the gas supply of 
the city. The union depot is two feet un- 
ager witer and the Union Pacific car 
shops, in Albina, are Surrounded by five 
feet of water. The Southern Pacific is the 
only road running trains into Portland 
and the trains are compelled to stop at the 
south end of the city, being unable to reach 
either depot. The Union Pacific is hopeless- 
ly tied up, both by rail and by boat. The 
Northern Pacific makes regular trips with 
the transfer boat Tacoma between this 
city and Kelso.

LARGE STEEL MILLS. 


c “2 DeBardeleben Is the Moving 


Spirit in a New Enterprise, 

Montgomery, Ala., June 4.—(Special.)— 
The stockholders of the Ressemer, Ala., 
Land.Company at their annual meeting 
have resolved to build a million-dollar 
Steel plant, with a capacity of 300 tons daily, 
and giving employment to 1 men. The 
company proposes to put up a half million 
in cash and to raise a half million on 
thirty year bonds. The plant will be owned 
wholly by the Bessemer company and no 
Outside purties will be asked to subscribe for 
stock. H. F. DeBardeleben, the prime de- 
veloper of the industrial region of Alabama, 
has been elected president of the company 
and will devote all of his time and his 
splendid capacity to making the steel mill 
a success. A special committee, consisting 
of DeBardeleben, David Roberts and A. 
T. Smythe, of Charleston, 8S. C.. has been 
appointed to superintend the erection of 
the mill. They will go to work on the de- 
tails without delay.

Governor Tillman Tells Prohibitionists 
That Their Plan Cannot Succeed. 


AND BOASTS OF HIS DISPENSARY 


He Says It Beats Prohibitory Laws 
All to Pieces. 


WHISKY ON EXHIBIT 


PALMETTO 


Some of His Auditors Interrupt Him and 
Get the Worst of It—The Carolina 
System Explained. 


Prohibition Park, Staten Island, Ms. Be 
June 4.—Governor Tillman, of South Caro- 
lina, presented his state agency plan for 
the solution of the liquor question to an 
audience of 2,000 prohibitionists at this even- 
ing’s session of the international temper- 
ance congress. The governor's hearers did 
not agree with him as to the plan, but they 
listened closely to the end, and found some 
points which they could applaud without 
doing violence to their consciences. At 
other times they loudly expressed their dis- 


approval. 

Before the arrival of Governor Tillman, 
Colonel Alexander S. Bacon, of Brooklyn, 
made an appeal for the raising of $2,500. 

At this point the electriic lights went out 
and the auditorium was in darkness. A 
score of lanterns were brought in and the 
guest from South Carolina was led forward 
in semi-darkness. He was introduced by 
the Rev. Dr. H. L. Wayland, of Philadel- 
phia. Governor Tillman began by saying 
that he wished there was more light, so 
that he could look the veople in the eye 
and have them look him ii the eye and tell 
whether he was telling the truth. Contin- 
uing, he said: as 

“I have come a long ways and left my 
official duties in the interest of truth and 
the right. I have heard a great deal at the 
sessions I have attended of ‘sand’ and 
‘backbone.’ It has been said that I possess 
those qualities. I will say that I will show 
here tonight that I am willing to advance 
my convictions in my audience, and 1 am 
going to controvert your dearest ideas and 
firmest beliefs. I am probably the only po- 
litician present. I have been elected gov- 
ernor of a state and I am a candidate for 
the United States senate and expect to be 
elected. 

Bragging on the, Dispensary. 

The governor then went on to say that he 
was not exactly a politician, in the ordinary 
acceptance of the term. He said that he 
always spoke his convictions and that was 
not characteristic of politicians He said 
he was a farmer; that his gubernatorial 
position was his first office. He announced 
that the he proposed to have his say, and 
if any one in the audience wanted to throw 
rocks at him, he would throw rocks hack. 
Then, drawing himself to his full 
height he said, in tones that made the 
rafters ring: 

“rf am here tonight to tell you that prohi- 
bition don’t prohibit, and never wili pro- 
bébit. We havVe.got a plan in South Caro- 
lina that completely wipes out saloons, 
and we have done mcre than you have. 
Now, I am a temperance man. (Applause). 
I never drank five gallons of whisky all 
told in my life. (Laughter.) I sometimes 
take a social glass with my friends, Dut 
I don’t like the stuff.” 

Waves a Bottle of It. 

The governor then preduced a bottle of 
whisky with the South Carclina label on 
it. He waved it like a firebrand in the faces 
of the total abstainers, «nl described the 
state dispensary plan. He said that privr 
to the decision by the’ supreme court of 
the state there were sixty-six dispensaries 
in operation, ana the state had paid out 
$379,00¢ for liquor, $57,000 for botties end $37,- 
ow for labels and other expenses. From 
the total outlay cof $475,000 and with $98,000 
worth of lUauor on hand, $567,000 worth 
had been sold and a net profit of $100,000 
to the state and $84.000 to the counties had 
heen realized. He said that the quality of 
the whisky was chemically pure, so that 
the people quit having a headache when 
they got drunk on it. He said a moment 
later that no one got drunk on dispensary 
liquor: they got drunk on blind tiger whis- 
ky, which he said they hid in holes in the 
ground or toted in their bootlegs. He stir- 
red up the audience by declaring that pro- 
hibition would never be established by 
votes.

“Then you are blinder then I thought you 
were,” said the governor. 

A moment later he alluded to ‘ prohibil- 
tion narrow-mindedness’’ and complained 
that the audience would only go haif way 
with him. Then he said: 

‘Before you are a dozen years older you 
will see half the states in the union fol- 
lowing the cxample of South Carolina.” 

‘“‘Never,’’ shouted a woman delegate. 

Only One with Him. 

‘If you can’t get prohibition will you 
take the dispensary’”’’ asked the governor. 

There were a hundred noesandone man 
in the back of the hall said ‘“‘yes.”’ 

“That is encouraging,” said tne governor. 
He said that in all the counties of South 
Carolina, and nearly all the towns, public 
sentiment is in favor of the dispensary law 
and it will be carried out eventually. He 
went on: 

“So far as backbone is concerned I have 
as much as any other man, but when jou 
tackle the liquor trade entrenched behind 
its hundreds of millions, you need to have 
the backbone of the statue of liberty.” 

The governor left for the south after 
the meeting adjourned at 9:45 o’clock p. m.

Cripple Creek, Colo., June 4.—A skirmish 
took place today near Midland toll gate be- 
tween the striking coal miners and five 
deputy sheriffs, who were sent out from the 
main body on.the divide as pic#*ts. Several 
shots were fired on both sides. Jack David, 
a miner, was shot in the arm and a deputy 
sheriff was seriously wounded. The depu- 
ties were forced to retreat. 

The striking miners were confident that 
they would be attacked some time today. 
All men ‘not necessary to 
the approaches to- Bull Hill, 
stronghold, and forage for 
plies had been massed about the for- 
tifications, and their number is a little more 
than 1,800. Last night hundreds of beer 

_kegs were filled with water and stored in

Hill. 

M. =. Woods,- president of the Woods In- 
vestment Company, was taken at 9 »’clock 
last night by a large body of strikers and 
carried up to the fort on Bull Hill. His wife 
Was present when he was taken. The 
men told her that she need not worry as 
they would free Woods in the morning. 
Business men were greatly alarmed. The 
cause of the kidnaping is not known. 

Besides taking Woods prisoner, the strik- 
ers last night seized Clarence O. Finch, 
county superintendent of schools, and D. 
E. Watkins, a Colorado Springs school 
teacher, and they are now held prisoners 
on Bull Hill, as hostages for President Cal- 
derwood or any other miners who may be 
arrested. 

John Shorter, editor of The Cripple Creek 
Herald, organ of the miners’ union, has 
been atrested by the deputies. 

AN Quiet in Davies County. 

Indianapolis, June 4.—All is quiet in the 
Davies county coal regions this morning. 
The formidable force of militia awed the 
sfrikers and the situation is now so peace- 
ful that bloodshed will probably be 
averted. At Cannelsburg the strikers have 
agreed to cease further law violations and 
at Shelburne the molestation of railroad 
property “Has stopped. A portion of the 
militia will at once be withdrawn. 

Destroying Railroad Property. 

Charleston, W. Va., June 4.—The strik- 
ing Kanawha valley miners have again re- 
sorted to violence. The drum house at the 
Morris Creek mines has been burned, the 
trestle over Man's creek destoyed by fire, 
and coal traffic stopped on the Sewell and 
Gilkeson branch of the ChesapeaKe and 
Ohio railroad. Dynamite was also used at 
Morris creek bridge, partially destroying it. 
Sheriff Sillman has been called upon to pro- 
tect property. ‘ine Kanawha and Michigan 
road has given up the fight and will haul 
no more coal at present. % 

Preparations for War. 

Colorado Springs, Col., June 4.—Prépara- 
tions for war are going rapidly fo@ward 
here, arms and ammunition coming in 
daily. One hundred thousand rounds of 
ammunition, shipped from Chicago Satur- 
day, arrived today. Rifies and revolvers 
are coming in and further shipments are 
expected from Chicago tomorrow. 


RESUMING WORK. 


Miners Have Enough of the Strike 
; and Give In. 

Knoxville, Tenn., June 4.—{Special.)—All 
the coal miners in the Coal Creek valley 
will be at work tomorrow. The 300 who 
went aut because of the threats of the Jel- 
lico miners, return to work tomorrow morn- 
ing. The Jellico people have trouble of 
their own now. The Constitution’s corre- 
spondent has trustworthy information to- 
night that the miners in Bird’s-eye mine, 
Jellico, will return to work in a day or 
two. The effect of the strike. must have 
been very unfavorable on the Norfolk and 
Western road as today four engineers and 
four conductors of the East Tennessee sys- 
tem were sent there to help move trains. 
Quite a number of locomotives of the East 
Tennessee have also been leased for the 
same purpose. 4

Nashville, Tenn., June 4.—(Special.)— 
Chancellor Allison today decided the in- 
junction suit of Editor T. J. Ogilvie, of 
The Farmers’ Voice, against ex-Governor 
Buchanan and others. Ogilvie had been 
deposed as editor to take effect June 10th. 
The assistant editor, by Buchanan’s di- 
rection, refused to allow Ogilvie to criti- 
cise Buchanan and eBn Terrel, hence the 
injunction suit. Judge Allison decided in 
Ogilvie’s favor on the ground that the as- 
sistant editor’s action had been unwar- 
ranted; that the executive board could 
control the editorial columns, but must 
act in regular session.

THE REPORT SENT IN. 
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rt Dy con- 
ators with 
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Testimony of Senator McPherson and 
Others Before the Committee. | 

Washington, June 4.Senator Gray, chair- 
man of the sugar trust investigating com- 
mittee, laid before the senate today the 
official stenographic report of the testimony 
given by Senators McPherson, Harris, 
Jones, Mills, Vest, Voorhees, Secretary 
Carlisle and Representative W arner, a 
synopsis of which has been already given 


fn these dispatches. 

Mr. McPherson said that as far as he 
knew there was no truth in any part of the 
charges published concerning Secretary 
Carlisle and the doings of the sugar trust. 
For himself, he said he disagreed with the 
committee as to the sugar schedule. He 
opposed the sugar schedule presented by 
the committee and did a little raving over 
that -himself, but never saw Mr. Carlisle 
do any of it, At one time, Mr. McPherson 
gaid, he laid before the committee the views 
of his friend Matthieson, a member of the 
sugar trust, but did not endorse them; on 
the contrary, he opposed them and voted 
against the committee's proposition. 

The witness said Searles, secretary of the 
American Sugar Refining Company, came 
to his house and argued that a proposition 
offered by Mr. McPherson would give the 
sugar refiners nothing. Searles was the 
only person he ever saw on the subject. 

Senator Mills denied any knowledge of 
the statements made in the papers and 
gaid Secretary Carlisle was never before the 
committee while he was working with it. 
The letter from Mr. Carlisle introducing 
Havemeyer was,a simple letter of intro- 
duction, but Mr. Mills said he declined to 
gee him. Referring to the way in which the 
duty came to be put on sugar, Mr. Mills 
eaid: 

“TI was the first one of the three to pro- 
pose a duty on sugar, It was an unwel- 
come thing to me to do, but I regarded the 
bill as not producing sufficient revenue, and 
something had to be done. That was one 
reason. Another reason was, aS you gen- 
tlemen know, I have always advocated put- 
ting sugar on the dutiable list as a revenue 
article, and I told them: ‘We _ have 
got to have more money than the 
Wilson bill makes, and we will have 
to have a duty on sugar. I do not want 
it. I do not like to go backward. I would 
mot have taken sugar off the dutiable list 
and put it on the free list. It has been 
done and I do not like to put anything 
back on the dutiable list—I do not care 
whether it is a revenue article—to take it 
from the free list and.put it back on the 

utiable list. I said: ‘We have got to do 


es t “and ‘you may as well make up.your 


inds about it. We have to have that 


money.’ ”’ 

Mr. Jones testified that before the Jast 
| were 

Teported there was some talk of making 
the duty on refined sugar 45 per cent in- 
stead of % of a cent. 
“There was some talk,’’ said Mr. Jones, 
“in the presence of Mr. Carlisle, Senator 
‘Vest and me of making a schedule of 40 
to 45 per cent, and I asked Mr. Carlisle 
to prepare a schedule. I asked him merely 
te save myself the labor of it, because, the 
data being in the treasury department, I 
thought he would be sure to have all the 
points covered. Mr. Carlisle did as re- 
quested. Mr. Jones assumed responsibility 
for Mr. Carlisle’s action.”’ 

Secretary Carlisle’s testimony is rather 
brief and pointed. He denied in toto the 
charges that he had made any recent visit 
to the finance committee, or that he had 
made any statement to any human being 
that the sugar trust or any one acting for 
it had made any contribution to the demo- 
cratic campaign fund, and that the trust 
must be cared for. Coupled with this de- 
nial Mr. Carlisle said: 

‘ "Tf you want me to give my informa- 
tion, derived from: a member of the com- 
mittee, I will say that the sugar trust 
fave. nothing whatever to the democratic 
campaign committee. This is ‘merely from 
hearsay. I know nothing about it  per- 
gonally.”’ 

As to how he came to draft the schedule 
the secretary’s account was in accord with 
*‘Genator Jones’s. Mr. Carlisle added: 

“It was a service that we had been doing 
very frequently during the consideration 
of this bill and a service which, according 
to my own knowledge the secretary of the 
treasury had always done heretofore when 
‘tariff bills were pending.’”’ This matter 
Was fully described in the semi-official 
statement published on Saturday last. 

Mr. Carlisle said that he had been called 
upon by both refiners and planters, and he 
knew the refiners advocated ad valorem 
duties. Mr. Searles, Mr. Havemeyer and 
Mr. Reed, representing the trust, had all 
ealled on him. As to any suggestions or 
arguments that he may have made relative 
to the sugar schedule, Mr. Carlisle said: 

“As to the sugar schedule I will say I 
mever made any suggestion about it. I 
mean by that any independent or original 
Suggestion, any voluntary suggestion.’ He 
had been ready, however, to discuss the 
subject wherever it came up. 

Senators Jones, Voorhees and Vest denied 
absolutely any knowledge of any meeting 
such as was alleged to have taken place on 
a Sunday afternoon, in the capitol building, 
between democratic mentbers of the finance 
committee and representatives of the sugar 
trust.

1aiks VOTE TODAY. 
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Zhe Senators Agree to Get Through 
with the Sugar Schedule. 

Washington, June 4.—The senate today 
entered on the second half of the session, 
the tenth week of the consideration of 
the tariff bill, and the third day of the 
discussion of the sugar schedule. It took a 
quarter of an hour ufter the stated hour 
of meeting to secure a quorum. 

The first piece of business done was the 
passage of a joint resolution appropriating 
$10,000 for the expenses of inquiries and in- 
vestigations ordered by the senate. 

On schedule time all pending business 
Was put aside and the tariff bill was 
taken up. The amendments to paragraph 
182, offered by the finance committee, chang- 
ing the time when the repeal of the sugar 
bounty is to take effect trom July 1, lsy4, 
to Januury 1, 1895, were agreed to. Subse- 
quently, by unanimous consent, that action 
was reconsidered and the amendments still 
remain open. 

Mr. Vest, democrat, of Missouri, recalled 
his controversy with Mr. Aldrich before 
adjurnment on Saturday, when Mr. Aldrich 
asserted ‘‘positively if noi aggressively ’ that 
there wereno sugar stock certificates in 
the market in 1890. Mr. Vest fortified his 
own statement by reading from an al- 
manac of 1891, showing that in the yeur 
1890 8,526,000 shares of sugar stock certifi- 
cates had been sold in New York. And it 
was while these large sales were being 
made with fluctuations of 35 per cent that 
the McKinley act was being manipulated in 
congress. He went on to show that from 
a duty of about 16 cents per hundred 
pounds, when the bill was first reported 
from the committee on ways and means 
of the house, it had gone up by jumps to 
70 cents per hundred pounds and was then 
reduced in conference to 50 cents per hun- 
dred pounds, the existing rate. “And yet,” 
said he contemptuously, “our friends on 
the other side taunt us with being under 
the control of the sugar trust. And they 
ask us constantly for the principle on which 
certain things have been done. I would like 
to know on what principle that vhange 
took place. I would like to understand 
what principle entered into that sort of leg- 
islation, I know nothing else that could 
have caused it, except some influence un- 
known to the public.” 

As Mr. Aldrich was not present while Mr. 
Vest spoke, there wag no reply to his re- 
marks. 

In a colloquy with Mr. Allison, Mr. A]- 
drich and Mr. Teller, it was stated by Mr. 
Caffery, of Louisiana, that under the tariff 
and exrise laws of Germany the price of 
Sugar tu the home consumer was 8 cents a 
pound, while, owing to the bounty allowed 
for exportation and to the freedom from 
excise taxes, the same sugar was sold in 
London at 31-15 cents a pound, and he ar- 
gued that that was the condition of things 
Which the sugar bounty was calculated 
to produce. He publicly avowed his ac- 
knowledgment to the senators of his party 
for the duty on sugar, 

Mr. Morgan gave notice of an amend- 
ment making it a crimina? offense for per- 
sons to enter into any combination or con- 
Spiracy to import any article su as to in- 
crease its market price in any part of the 
Unted States. 

Pendng this debate the question before 
the Senate was stated to be the amend- 
ment changing the date of repeal of the 
Sugar bounty from July 1, 1894, to January 
1, 1895. 

To Dispose of Sugar Today. 

As the usual hour of adjournment was 
now approaching Mr. Harris arose and 
said: “I need not emphasize the import- 
ance of an early and final determination, 
not of this sugar schedule merely, but of 


the tariff bill generally. I gave notice last 
Friday that I would, on and after today, 
unless much better progress was made, 
ask for longer and later sessions. It is now 
nearly the usual hour of adjournment, and 
if I can get a unanimous consent agree- 
ment to take the vote on the pending 
amendment at an early hour tomorrow and 
upon all other amendments to the sugar 
schedule, without further debate after that 
hour, I shall be glad to accommodate the 
convenience of every senator, and my own 
as well, by moving a brief executive ses- 
sion and then an adjournment. But unless 
such agreement can be reached, my sense 
of duty will compel me to stay here and 
ask the senate to stay with me for longer 
hours. Can I get such an agreement?’ 
Objections were made on the republican 
side, and finally, after some colloguy, it 
was agreed that the vote on the pend-

Speeches for and Against the Bill in 
‘the House. 

Washington, June 4.—After some unim- 
portant. morning business, Mr. Springer 
moved that the house proceed, in comm:t- 
tee of the whole, to the consideration of the 
bill repeal -the 10 per cent state bank 
tax. 

Mr. Wilson, republican? of Washington, 
asked how long the debate was to go on. 
It was highly important that the Indian 
appropriation bill should «be considered 
soon. The Ist of July was rapidly ap- 
proaching and the bill would doubtless be 
discussed at length in the house before it 
was sent to the senate and es a member of 
the committee he would be glad to see the 
bill under way. 

Mr. Springer made no answer, but Mr. 
Holman gave notice that tomorrow (Tues- 
day) he would ask the house to take up 
the Indian appropriation bill. 

The motion by Mr. Springer was agreed 
to and Mr. Dalzell, republican, of Penn- 
sylvania, made an argument in favor of the 
constitutionality of the bill taxing the notes 
of state banks 10 per cent. His contention, 
he said, was that the right and power to 
issue circulating notes exclusively resided 
in the national government. 

Mr. Dalzell was followed by Mr. Raynor, 
democrat, of Maryland, who spoke on the 
same line—that of opposition to the repeal 
of the law. Mr. Raynor combatted objec- 
tions that were urged against the national 
banks and set forth the advantages of the 
Defeets were admitted and noted 
by him.

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PRRHAPS A DUEL. 


Solicitor General Atkinson Calls on Mr. 
Toole for His Authority. 


HOWARD SMITH TAKES UP THE MATTER 


He Assumes the Responsibility and Gives 
a History of the Whole Case Over 
His Own Signature. 


Macon, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)}—-The gu- 
bernatorial campaign is getting hot and 
exceedingly interesting in Macon. 

Will the excitement be crowned with a 
duel? 

The oity is astir over the rumor of im- 
pending trouble between Mr. John F. Toole, 
a well-known citizen and business man of 
Macon, and Solicitor General F. A. Atkin- 
gon, of the Coweta circuit, a brother of 
Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, casdidate for gov- 
ernor. 

But the fighting may be shifted from Mr. 
Toole to Howard M. Smith, who assumes 
full responsibility for the affair that has 
given Solictor General Atkinson grievance. 

Mr. Smith is one of Macon’s leading young 
men. He is genera] manager of the Nation- 
al Security Loan and Abstract Company 
and secretary and treasurer of the Guaran- 
tee Company of Georgia. He is a2 son of 
the late Rev. Dr. ¢. W. Smith, who was 
for years a professor at Wesleyan Female 
college. 

On Saturday, The Constitution published 
a salty card from John F. Toole, relative 
to W. Y. Atkinson’s connection with a 
party who had been made agent of 
Smith’s company recommendation of 
Atkinson. The party owed the company 
mnoney, and W. Y. Atkinson defended him 
in a case brought against him by the 
company on the criminal side of the court. 

Toole, in the course of his card, publish- 
ed in The Constitution, used this language: 

“Mr. W. Y. Atkinson, who so strongly 
recommended and so ably defended the said 
party, has managed to prevent the case 
coming to trial. His success in this part 
of the proceding may be due in part to the 
fact that his brother is the solicitor general 
of that judicial circuit.”’ 

Yesterday Toole received a telegram from 
Solicitor General Atkinson, dated at Green- 
ville, demanding of Toole a retraction of 
that part of the card which referred to him. 

Toole sent the following telegram in re- 
ply: 

“Macon, Ga., June 4, 1894—To T. A. At- 
kinson, Greenville, Ga.—The article in The 
Constitution, and the part of which you 
complain, were given me by a responsible 
party, and I stated in the article that 
names could be furnished. If you can show 
me that it is incorrect, I will cheerfully cor- 
rect it, though in your case there is no 
direct charge. JOHN F. TOOLE.” 

The responsible party referred to by Mr. 
Toole is Howard M. Smith. Toole showed 
Smith today the answer he had sent to 
Mr. Atkinson. 

Smith, who is a brave and chivalrous fel- 
low, immediaftly decided that he would 
write a card to The Constitution giving a 
history of the entire matter and assuming 
the responsibility of the Toole publication. 

The question now agitating the public 
mind ®f Macon is, will T. A. Atkinson and 
Howard M. Smith have a duel or will the 
matter be settled without bloodshed? There 
is a family connection between Smith and 
the Atkinsons; possibly they are cousins. 


Ma. SMITH’S STATEMENT. 


He Recites the History of the Case 
and Assumes the Responsibitity. 


Macon, Ga., June 4.—Editor Constitution: 
In your issue of the 2d instant appeared a 
card in the interest of Genera] Evans's 
candidacy for the governorship written and 
Signed by. Mr. John F. Toole, of this city. 
This card recited among other things a 
few particulars connected with a certain 
transaction of the late firm of Lawton & 
Smith, of this city, of which I am surviving 
partner, with which transaction Mr. W. Y. 
Atkinson, candidate for governor, became 
and still is connected in capacity of attorney 
for the other party to it. Readers of your 
paper will remember that the transact‘on 
referred to was, briefly as follows, viz: 
A young attorney who had read law under 
Mr. Atkinson moved into an adjoining 
county as soon as he had been admitted to 
the bar, and applied to Messrs. Lawton & 
Smith to represent their business there. 
As the position applied for was one of re- 
sponsibility and trus:, Lawton & Smith, in 
accordance with theic invariable custom, re- 
quired references, and were referred to Mr. 
Atkinson with whom I was acquainted, 
both personally and by reputation. 

In reply to their letter of inquiry, Law- 
ton & Smith received from Mr. Atkinson a 
Strong letter of endorsement of his young 
friend and upon the strength of that letter 
business relations were established. Later, 
the young {rfend misappropriated several 
thousand dollars that had been entrusted 
to him and Lawton & Smith had him ar- 
rested and put in jail. After remaining in 
jail for something like twelve months, dur- 
ing which time he persistently and repeated- 
ly refused to make any statement as to 
what he had done with the misappropriated 
funds, he employed Mr. Atkinson as coun- 
sel, making to him at the time, as I am 
most reliably informed, a deed to all his in- 
terest in the family estate. In considera- 
tion of this fee, Mr. Atkinsom succeeded in 
making bond for his friend, and for the 
two years, or four terms of court, that have 
passed since his connection with the case, 
has succeeded in preventing it from coming 
to trial. 

Mr. Tooie has recited these facts and fur- 
ther expressed or implied the opinion that 
Mr. Atkinson’s recommendation should have 
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disqualified him from defending his friend 

after he had abused the trust imposed) by 

réAson of that recommendation. 
Assuming the Responsibility. 

Certain developments subsequent to the 
publication of his card, which he never an- 
ticipated and in whith the public is in no 
Way interested, seem to make it my duty 
to take up this matter here and relieve him 
of any annoyance or responsibility in con- 
nection with it. The facts of the case he 
obtained from me and those facts seemed 
to him to warrant his impressions. He was 
a confederate soldier and was only anxious 
to say or do anything to help the cause in 
which his whole heart is so deeply erlisted. 
But while saying this much for him, 1 
want to say for myself that I greatly re- 
gret the necessity that forces me before the 
public. I'am, or try to be a business man 
and give no more time to politics or polit- 
ical matters than I feel every citizen should. 
I have never asked an office of the public 
and have no reason to think that I ever 
shall, nor am I a man with a grievance. It 
is true that for two years and a half I have 
‘n vain tried to have this matter of mine 
heard in the courts and might therefore, 
find some little justification in trying to get 
‘t before the public, but such has not been 
Ay purpose. 

I must explain, therefore, that the moyins 
cause with me has been the fact that Mr. 
Toole has been taken to task for remarking 
incidentally ‘that Mr. W. Y. Atkinson's 
prlicy of delaying the hearing of his case 
may have been aided by the fact that his 
brother is and has been from its beginning 
the solicitor in the circuit where it has to 
be tried. 

Mr. Toole may be wrong about*that, and 
I trust that he is, but as he formed his im- 
pression from the facts as Il have stated 
them to him, I propose to show what 
grounds there were for it and, I think, the 
fact also that Mr. W. Y. Atkinson and not 
Mr. Toole or myself was respons ‘ble for it. 
‘n order to do so, I must go back and make 
public a conversation that occurred between 
Mr. Atkinson and myself on the West Point 
train shortly after he was called into the 
case. It was as follows, viz: 

Atkinson Advises Compromise. 

Mr. Atkinson—What is the lowest figure 
at which: you will settle that case? 

H. M. S.—I hardly know how to answer 
such a question. Our money has been 
stolen. and if the matter is to be settla 
in ‘that way, we should have ‘ollar for 
dollar, principal and interest. If there is 
any good reason why that cannot or should 
not be done, your proposition should name 
the lest dollar you can raise and net ask 
what is the lowest = will accept. 

Mr. Atkinson—My advice to you is to take 
anything you can get. 

H. M. S.—Why? 

Mr. Atkinson—Because if you don’t I'm 
going to have my man acquitted. 

H. M. S.—It may be that you can have @ 
Troup county jury acquit a self-confessed 
criminal against whom the evidence, as 
you well know, is absolutely overwhelming, 
but i don’t believe it. 

Mr. Atkinson—Well, you know, by G—d, 
I never did undertake anything that I didn't 
acce“mplish. 

That is the precise substance and almost 
the precise language of our conver 
sation. lt struck me at the time 
as being so remarkable that immediatey 
upon my return to Macon, I repeated it to 
some of my lawyer frie 14s, as they will tes- 
tify, and in that way it became impressed 
upon my memory. And was it not remark- 
able? : 

Confessed His Guilt. 

T know it is the policy of the law to as- 
sume every man innocent until he is proven 
guilty, but, we all know that there are 
many cases that get into the courts where 
the public understands that trial and con- 
viction are mere legal formalities. The 
case in question was one of that sort. The 
grand jury of Troup county had found a 
true bill-within five minutes, I.presume, af- 
ter the facts had been laid before them. 
Not a man in Troup county (and I say it 
w’ a utmost confidence), cognizant of the 
facts, ever questioned the prisoner’s guilt 
for one moment. ‘There had been repeated 
confessions of guilt to myself, and I think 
to others also, and, more than all, Mr. At- 
kinson fully realized his guilt, as his propo- 
sition to me surely implied. And yet, in 
advance of any trial, he puts me on notice 
that he will have his man acquitted if J 
do not settie upon his terms! 

What were the grounds of his confidence? 
Clearly not his faith in judge or jury, for 
during the two years stfice his connectjopn 
with the case began I have it each term of 
court (four terms in all) persistently tried 
to get the case fairly before both, and he 
has as persistently prevented me. He was 
presen‘, and, I think, engaged with other 
cases, at the first term of Troup county 
court, after his connection with this case. 
and vet he had it continued upon the 
ground that he was physically unable to go 
into the trial. A responsible citizen of La- 
Grange tells me that he can furnish affi- 
davits that at the two succeeding terms of 
court, when continuance was granted for 
some cause, Mr. Atkinson was attending to 
his regular business elsewhere. 

Clearly, therefore, he must have felt that 
he could not entrust his case to judge or 
jury. 

Why Did He Boast? 

What, then, was the ground for his con- 
fident boasting? 

The state was prosecutor and his brother 
represented the state. Coupling his threat 
of acquittal with the subsequent course of 
this case, must not the solicitor feel that 
if he has been done an injustice, even in 
thought, his distinguished brother, the can- 
didate, is responsible for it? I am sure 
that both Mr. Toole and myself have only 
the kindest feeling for him. In fact he is 
merely an incident of this discussion. I 
can well understand that his distinguished 
brother may nave manipulated him, as he 
has so many others, or that he may be 
merely the victim of that spirit of vaunting 
braggardism not unusual in poiitics. I re- 
gret to say, but unknown, so far as my own 
experiénce goes, among reputable members 
of the bar. 

In conclusion, allow me to apologize for 
trespassing so largely upon your space, and 
to add that before complying with Mr. 
Toole’s request that I allow him to embody 
in his card the facts relating to the case re- 
ferred to above, I wrote to Mr. H. A. Hall, 
Mr. Atkinson’s present law partner. In my 


icucer to Mr. Hal! I stated that I did not. 


know where to reach Mr. Atkinson with a 
letter, that I had no wish to do him any in- 
justice, and would be glad to get any ex- 
planation of a course that seemed to me, 
under the circumstances, utterly inconsis- 
tent with my own ideas of right and wrong. 
Mr. Hall gave no explanation, and after 
waiting long enough for him to have com- 
municated with.Mr. Atkinson and written 
me further, Mr. Toole’s card went in. As 
stated, I have no grievance in which I wish 
the public to share. My own experience with 
Mr. Atkinson has, however, convinced me 
that he is unworthy of the high office to 
which he aspires, and if anything I have 
written will bring the public or any part 
of it, to the same conclusion I shall feel 
more than compensated for my trouble.

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XVERETT IS IN IT. 


He Thinks He Was Treated Badly Two 
Years Ago.

Americus, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—The

WHAT HE SAYS OF THE MATTER 


He Denies the Charges Made Against Him, 
and Says He Isa Stanch 
Evans Man. 


“Tt’s a lie, the whole of it, and the only 
true statement in the piece is that Judge 
Gober took no part.’ 

It was Mr. Pink Milton, of Gilmer coun- 
ty, who spoke, and the object of his om- 
phatic tirade was a statement in The 
Macon Telegraph of Sunday, made by Mr. 
J. A. Bisaner,‘of Fannin county. Mr. Bisa- 
ner was the chairman of the Atkinson 
caucus which made the famous Fannin 
county recount, and while in Atlanta Sat- 
urday gave a graphic and picturesque ac- 
count of the election. 

In this he stated that Mr. Pink Milton, 
ef Gordon county, had been working up 
r‘annin county for a week before the elec- 
tion, together with two Methodist preach- 
ers, Rev Mr. Stone and Rev. Mr. Newton 
and that on the day of the election, after 
having hired all the available vehicles in 
the county and bringing a bountiful supply 
of liquor over from Blue Ridge. Mr. Milton 
was seen trying’ to get a twenty-dollar bill 
changed into silver dollars, while the 
Methodist ministers referred to stood at 
the ballot box and wrote and handed out 
Evans tickets, expecting their followers 
to vote for General kvans. 

Mr. Milton, against whom the charges of 
bribery are intimated. is in the revenue 
business and does service for Uncle Sam 
as deputy marshal in Gilmer county. A 
case in the United States court brought 
him to Atlanta yesterday, and while in 
Solicitor Joe James’s office, he picked up 
the paper containing the special in refer- 
ence to himself. Deputy Milton gave ex- 
pression to some very emphatic remarks 
concerning the charges made against him. 

“The truth of the business is,’”’ said he, 
“that I am not from Gordon county, 4s 
Mr. Bisaner says. I live in Gilmer and 
went over to Morganton to look after some 
cases I had in court. I was there simply 
as a looker on and took no active part in 
the election. Of course, I am a supporter 
of General Evans, and as such naturally 
took a great interest in the fight in Fan- 
nin. I was there during the whole of court 
week and saw all of the incidents which 
have aroused so much discussion. The 
report which Bisaner gives of the election 
is entirely false, and the account which 
he gives of the affair is in keeping with his 
actions as chairman of that popped up, 
disgruntled caucus which presumed to ap- 
point and instruct Atkinson delegates from 
Fannin.

In this statement the fog and the cloud 
come together. The populist demand 
happens to be the democratic demand, 
and it was the democratic demand be- 
fore the populist party had been bundled 
in its swaddling clothes. Mr. Morton. 
who has well nigh destroyed his party 
in Nebraska, says that free coinage is 
“merely” a law which artificially raises 
the price of silver bullion to $1.29 an 
ounce, “Merely” is like the “mobbled 
queen” in Hamlet—it is good, excellently 
good. Money itself is “merely” an ar- 
tificial zaethod of facilitating barter. and 
it follows that the price of anything, 
when expressed in terms of money, is 
artificial. 

Mr. Morton’s admission that the price 
of silver bullion will be artificially raised 
to $1.29 is not important, but it is. never- 
theless an admission from an unexpected 
source. The law that will artificially 
raise the price will artificially hold it 
there. But Mr. Morton and others of 
his kind should take particular note of 
the fact that the free silver democrats 
do not claim that the law will raise the 
price of silver at all. The law will 
simply open the mints to the free coinage 
of silver, and the mint demand. constant 
and never ceasing, will raise the price of 
silver to the price at which the mint 
agrees to coin it. 

As to getting hold of the money so 
created and coined, the people have been 
known to take care of themselves in that 
matter. They do not ask their govern- 
ment to issue them money on their cot- 
ton and wheat.

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A Bad Break 

Congressmen Sayers of Texas, Brook- 
shire of Indiana, Williams of Illinris, 
and Washington of Tennessee, the four 
democrats on the house appropriations 
committee who dissent frcm the com- 
mittee’s report in favor of an appropria- 
tion of $200,000 for a government exhibit 
at the Atlanta exposition, should re- 
consider their decision and fall in with 
the inajority.

Dangers of Chicken Raising. 
From Harper's Magazine. 

An elderly man and a young man were 
sitting on the veranda conversing. 

Yes,” said the young man, “I am going 
into chicken farming. I am convinced that 
there is no business in the wor’4 in which 
there is more money to be made. I have 
figured on it, and I think I know what I 
can do. Why, look at the way they in- 
crease. In four or five years I—’’. 

“My friend,’’ said the old man, “I have 
had experience in che business. Be warned; 
do not embark in it. You know not what 
you do.’’ 

“What!” said the young man; “have you 
tried it and failed?’ 

‘I mean to tell you that I tried it and 
gave it up,” answered the other. “I got 
ten hens, intending to get rich, as you pur- 
pose doing. I installed them in a coop and 
awaited returns. But before they had laid 
an egg I happened to pick up a pencil and a 
bit of paper and do some calculating. At a 
low estimate I saw that each of my hens 
could raise three broods the first summer. 
Allowing for one bad egg in each sitting, 
there would be twelve chicks to each brood. 
Calling half of tnem pullets, this would 
give six to each brood, or eighteen to each 
hen for the season, or 180 for the entire flock.

MECHANICAL AND INDUSTRIAL. 


An English officer by the name of Har- 
rington has discovered in India a working 
telephone between two native temples which 
stand over a mile apart.The testimony of 
the Hindoos, which, it is said, is backed up 
by documentary proof, shows that the sys- 
tem has been in operation for ower 2,000 
years. Scientists engaged in excavating 
the ruins of ancient Egyptian temples have 
repeatedly found unmistakable evidence of 
wire communication between some of the 
temples of the earlier Egyptian dynasties; 
but whether these served a _ telegraphic, 
telep*onic or other purpose has not been 
positively determined. 


The big coal strike has caused many of 
the coal dealers of New York to order 
large supplies from England to fill con- 
tracts. This action is merely a repetition of 
what English coal merchants did during the 
recent strike in the Midland coal regions. 
The Engineer, of London, in speaking of the 
world’s fuel supply and the results of the 
frequent strikes of the miners, said _ re- 
cently: a 

“British coal has in reality more to fear 
from the competition of American coal than 
from American or Russian oil, and as a 
matter of fact, during the Midland strike 
last year coal from “Yest Virginia was 
actually landed in England, while large 
quantities of the same fuel were burned in 
steamers formerly fired with British coal. 
The coal production of the United States 
now practically equals our own, but miners’ 
leaders amd delegates are possibly not 
aware that while the cost of procuring coal 
in these islands is being steadily augmented 
by strikes and harassing restrictions, the 
cost of getting American coal has been for 
several years past, and is still, decreasing. 
In the event of a recurrence of the ‘famine’ 
of last year there cen be little doubt but 
that large quantities of United States coal 
would be shipped to this country, the mat- 
ter of freight being in these days of stren- 
uous shipping competition no serious ob- 
stacle. The famous Pocahontas coal is al- 
ready largely used for bunkering’ British 
German and French steamships; and it 
is worth remembering that when usip< this 
coal record passages between Sandy Hook 
and Queenstown were made last year ip the 
times of five days four hours and fifty- 
five minutes, and in five days, two hours 
and seven mirutes by the Campania and 
Lucania, respectively. 


The suggestion that all steam fire en- 
gines should be self-prorelling brings forth 
a proposition that the fire engines be op- 
erated by electricity. An electric pump

Ie ig gravely announced in a technical 
journal that one firm in Newark manu- 
factured 160,000,000 corkscrews last year, 
enough, if they were placed end to end, to 
half encircle the globe. 
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The application of electricity to the caat- 
ing of stee? and other metals by the Taus- 
sig process, which provides for the smelt- 
img and casting ce? metals by electric heat 
under the influence of rarified air, will, it 
is said, be of considerable value to iron 
manufacturers. An air-tight furnace, lined 
with glazed fire brick, has its hearth con- 
nected with molds, into which the fused 
metal flows by gravitation. The fire brick 
lining forms an efficient insula- 
tion, and the electric current is gent 
through the charge directly without the 
use of carbon electrodes. The fused metal 
is, therefore, nearly pure and free from car- 
bon, and the economical exhaustion of the 
air and gases produced, increases the fluid- 
ity of the molten material, preventing oxi- 
dization, and producing dense, smooth cast- 
ings of the highest mechanical qualities. 
The new process, it is said, reduces the 
cost of casting steel, iron ané other met- 
als 50 per cent and makes practicable the 
production of pig iron in remote mountain- 
ous districts where there are water power 
and ore, but no coal 


The theory that boiler explosions are 
caused by admitting cold water to the boil- 
ers in which the crown sheets nave become 
redhot by reason of a previous iow water 
supply is, it would seem, unfounded. In 
the course of recent experiments it has 
been shown that no sudden increase of 
pressure followed the action; cn the con- 
trary, ‘the pressure fell with the introduc- 
tion of celd water. A technical journal 
prints a letter telling of former experi- 
ments as follows: 

“The tests were made at Kittanning 
Point, the object being te blow up a boiler 
by introducing cold water on a red-hot 
crown sheet, the maximum steam pressure 
beiug on the boiler at the time. The ex- 
periments were conducted in this way: The 
boilers were fired up until 125 pounds of 
steam were obtained and the water was 
low, and them throuch 1,40 feet of hose 
cold water was forced into the boiler by 
means of a steam fire engine; and every 
attempt at exploding the boiler in that man- 
ner failed. Two boilers were experimented 
on, the first one becoming leaky after sev- 
eral trials, and being of no further use in 
that way. e second boiler was tried a 
few times, and finally blew up when least 
expected, seemingly from excessive pres- 
sure and weakened firebox. The crown 
sheet blew down and the boiler turned a 
complete somersault, and then rebounded 
and fell down the side of a hill, the spec- 
tators scattering very fast and seeking 
shelter behind convenient trees.’ 


MAUDE RUBLE’S TRAGIC DEATH. 


A Mysterious Omaha Marder in Which 
Two Doctors Are Involved. 
Omaha, Neb., May 3L.—Pretty Maud 
Ruble, who, until Sunday, was the pride of 
one of the best families in South Omaha, 
tonight lies at the morgue, with her skull 
crushed and other evidences of violence on 
her young face, She .was murdered, and 
Dr. James Brown is detained by the police 
in connection with the case, though not 
formally charged with the crime. The mu- 
tilated corpse was found in an obscure build- 
ing in this city today by an officer, whose 
attention was attracted by an annoying 
odor that emanated from the room in which 
the body was reclining. It was fully dress- 
ed, lying on the floor of an unfurnished, un- 

occupied building. 

The girl, who was only sixteen years old, 
disappeared from her home Sunday, leaving 
a note to her mother explaining that she 
was going to Florida with Dr. Putnam, with 
whom she was infatuated. Dr. Brown was 
a friend of Putnam’s. Neither could be 
found after the girl disappeared, but they 
were not sought for diligently until the body 
was found. Then Brown was located by 
local detectives, but Putnam is still at large. 
The theory of the police is that the girl was 
decoyed from home and deliberately mur- 
dered by those interested, for what purpose 
does not yet appear, and that after killing 
her the body was concealed where it was 
found pending an opportunity by the mur- 
derers to sink it in the river. Another the- 
ory is that the girl was disappointed by her 
doctor lover, and to conceal her shame she 
committed suicide, though this theory fails 
to account for her mutilated head. Brown 
denies all knowledge of the affair. 


Saturday night the parents went home 


from a carriage ride, and their child was 
waiting for them. At midnight the family 
retired. Jn the morning the girl was not in 
her room, and her bed was undisturbed. 
The mother and father were alarmed. They 
examined the room and discovered she had 
taken her clothes with her. These clothes 
were today found in Dr. Brown's room by 
ihe police. Further examination revealed a 
note addressed to her father and mother. 
Mr. Ruble would not allow an exact copy to 
be taken, but the substance is as follows: 

“My Dear Mamma and Papa—Please for- 
give me, but I am going away tonight, never 
to return to you again. Do not think hard 
of me. I have my honor. I am going to 
meet Dr. Putnam and am to be his wife. 
He is in the south and sent me the money 
to go to him three months ago. I did not 
go then because I did not want to leave you. 
It nearly breaks my heart to think of ‘what 
I am about to do and will do. I am surely 
never coming back until we are married 
and I return his wife. Don’t tell any one of 
this. Remember, I am your child—vour 
baby. Goodby. Forgive me.” : 

There is no signature to the note. 
Brown's landlady, Mrs. Steen, was asked 
regarding the doctor. She said that Brown 
is not a doctor. She said he had been treat- 
ing Miss Ruble and she came there severa} 
times to see the doctor. The girl usually 
was treated for throat trouble. She said 
that the girl’s acquaintance with Dr. Brown 
was due to Dr. Putnam. who, previous to 
his departure from the city, had been treat- 
ing her for tne alleged throat trouble, and 
that when Putnam left the city he gave the 
girl into the care of Brown. Dr. Putnam 
early last winter had an office in the 
Douglass block, but gave up practicing 
medicine and went on the road for some 
New York firm. The girl visited him and 
it is thought became infatuated with him. 
When Putnam left the city he gave what 
cases he was treating to another doctor. 

Dr. Brown was seen to leave his room 
early Sunday morning about the time the 
girl is said to have been there, but whether 
they left together is not known, but neither 
the doctor nor the girl called for the 
clothes. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ruble both went to this 
place last right, but nothing further could 
be learned. The father said the girl had 
often spoken of Putnam at home. In his 
mind the girl had done as she intimated in 
the letter—had gone to meet Putnam. She 
spoke,of him as being in the south, but 
just where she would not tell. The father 
said she had received letters from him a 
couple of times. Among her effects was 
found another letter, purporting to be writ- 
ten by Dr. Putnam, dated at Jacksonville, 
Fla. <A peculiarity of this letter is that 
the wri in it is identical with that of 
the letter tten to the parents.

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NOTES ON THE “HARD TIMES” _ 
In curtent phraseolozy our last “hats oe 


cold” is always the “worst.” Not that we 
would be understood literally, for in reality 
we hardly mean what we say. What we 
do mean is, that the last is the worst be. 
cause it is nearest. The others are past 
and forgotten. ' 

It is only in some such way that we can 
account for the current assertion that the 
present financial and industrial crisis is the 
worst through which this country has ever 
passed. The others were followed by eras 
of remarkaifle prosperity and have been 
partially forgotten; whereas, this one is qa 
present trouble. 

Perhaps the best tests of comparison are 
the number and extent of mercantile fajj- 
ures and labor troubles; and if we make 
the comparison by this test we soon dis- 
cover that the present depression is really 
less severe than was that of sixteen years 
ago, to say nothing of that of 1857, which 
was more than three times severer than 
either. 

It is true that the extent of mercantile 
failures in 1893 was greater than in any pre. 
vious year. Still they were not so great 
in propertion to the volume of business of 
the country. This may be shown by com- 
paring the transactions of the New York 
clearing house with the record of business 
failures the corresponding years. The fol. 
lowing statement, compiled from official 
sources, will enable us to make the com- 
parison;

We observe from this that the percentage 
of failures to clearings wag only 101 in 
18938; whereas in 1878 it was 104, while in 
1857 it was 3.50, or more than three times 
greater. So far, then, from being the 
“worst” .of the three, the present depres. 
sion is really the least, 

Perhaps it will be objected that a larger 
proportion of business was centered in New 
York in 18933 than during the previous years 
named, and, therefore, that the New York 
clearing house transactiong afford only g 
partial and incomplete index of the genera] 
business of the country, Buf this objec. 
tion will hardly bear scrutiny. The estab. 
lishment of local clearing houses in al} 
parts of the country has counteracted any 
tendency to centralization that might other. 
wise have taken place; and, besides, the es- 
tablishment of the stock exchange clearing 
house in New York has greatly reduced the 
total transactions of the general clearing 
house; so that the percentage of failures 
in 1898 appears even larger than would oth- 
erwise have been the case. 

II. 

In connection with the present “hard 
times” we hear a great deal about railroad 
seceiverships and labor troubles. 

As to the first named, it goes without say. 
ing that most of the railway receiverships 
of 1893 were but the logical sequences of an- 
tecedent conditions extending buck through 
a period of many years. 
tering’’ process had been almost universal. 
A vast brood of junior securities was the 
result; and the courts have been very ten- 
der toward such securities. Wxtravagant 
salaries d been paid to railway officials, 
and forced dividends declared, . To meet 
these demands and Keep up appearances 
money had been borrowed at ruinous rates; 
s0 that, in point of fact, many roads haj 
been virtually insolvent since 1886-8, and 
were kept running on a false basis. The 
crisis of last year merely served to prevent 
them from keeping up these false appear- 
ances any longer. Hence, the receiverships 
represent the inability of bankrupt roads to 
longer borrow money to Keep up false ap- 
pearanceg and pay extravagant salaries anc 
unearned dividends. 

As to the labor troubles, they do not seem 
to me to be worse than others through 
which we have passed, It is true @ great 
many people are out of work, and in many 
localities labor is in open revolt against ex- 
isting industrial systems. But the same 
thing has’ happened before, and in very 
many instances the situation was even 
worse than it now is. 
tent of strikes in 1893-’94 have not been so 
great as those of 1885-’86, and they have 
been much less serious than those of 1877. 
A’ few railway trains have been captured 
by Coxeyites, but seventeen years ago 
nearly half of the state of Pennsylvania 
was captured by rioters and the whole of 
California was tn civil commotion. 

The financial question is no longer seri- 
ous. There is plenty of money in the coun- 
tey—more per capita than in any other 
cuuntry in the world, except France. The 
trouble is not the want of money, but the 
want of public confidence. The money cap- 
ital is practically idle through fear of con- 
gress. If that body would now adjogrn 
sine die and the assurance could be given 
that there would not be another session in 
ten years, except for the matter of annual 
appropriations and the ratification of treat- 
ies, the currency would readily adjust itself 
to the needs of commerce and capital would 
seek investment in legitimate business en- 
terprises. 

Some years ago the suggestion was made, 
by Herbert Spencer, I think, that private 
firms do the coining of gold and silver, in- 
stead of the government. Unless congress 
can be induced to let the currency alone 
that suggestion may yet become a very 
practical question. Of course there is much 
to be said against, as well as for it. We 
all know the tendency of the worse cur 
rency to drive out the better. Hence the 
expediency of a government stamp 45 4 
guarantee of fineness. The advantages of 
government coinage is obvious, pro 
money be regarded as a mere medium of 
exchange. But money is something more 
than a medium of exchange. It has come 
to be regarded as the basis of contracts. 
And in that ight Mr. Spencer’s suggestion 
is well worth considering—that is, always 
supposing the Lusiness interests of the coun

try to continue to be periodically upset by 


congressional intervention. . 

Allow me to illustrate: Suppose you lend 
@ given number of dollars, or contract t 
do work for a certain number of dollars, 
to be paid at some future time, is there 
not always a possibility that the gover 
ment may debase the currency instead of 
guaranteeing it? Such things have beem, 
and may be again. If you make the sums 
in question payable in gold coin at the 
present standard you are not quite safe, 
because no one can feel quite sure how far 
the law coarts would uphold such a reser- 
vation. At any rate the safer plan would 
be to make the contract in gold, or silver, 
by actual weight. That is to say, ins 
of stipulating for the payment of $10 in gold, 
it would be safer to stipulate for 232 grains 
of gold. The debtor could then have re 
course to the government mint as a means 
of certifying the correctness of the sum 
delivered, but he could not have recourse 


to the government as a means of scaling it — 


down.

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Ralph Arnold, 2 1-2 Years Old, Killed 
by an Electric Car. 


MOTORMAN IVY DID NOT SEE HIM 


There Was No Conductor on the Car, and 
the Motorman Was Looking After 
the Passengers. 


The electric cars had a thirst for human 
blood yesterday. 

In the frightful wreck on the Traction 
line yesterday morning, twelve persons were 
hurt, and yesterday afternoon little Ralph 
Arnold was ground to death under the 
wheels of a Consolidated car 

Street car accidents come in waves: one 
is almost sure to be quickly followed by 
another. It was so yesterday, and the 
people were still -falking about the Trac- 
tion line horror when the fresher disaster 
of the killing of the little Arnold boy was 
heard of. 3 

The accident occurred almost directly in 
front of 656 South Pryor street. where the 
parents of the unfortunate little fellow live. 
The father of the dead boy is Mr. Garnett 
Arnold, who is in the service of D. H. 
Dougherty & Co., and who is a widely 
known_young business man of the city. 

At the point where the killing occurred 
there 16 a moderate grade and the deadly 
car-was rocking down this grade at a live- 
ly pace when the little one was caught 
under the wheels. It fs about three blocks 
south of Georgia avenue and just north of 
where the Traction company’s Grant park 
line is crossed. 

The car was solely in the cHarge of Mo- 
torman W. A. Ivy. one of the most expert 
and trustworthy motormen on the line. - 
perintendent Hurt stated last night that he 
regarded Ivy as one of the best men in 
the company’s service and he is so re- 
garded generally. 

For quite a while it has been the practice 
of the company not to carry conductors 
beyond Georgia avenue, going south. Here 
the car from Clark university is met 
and the outgoing conductor leaves his car 
and returns to the city on the incoming

car. Between Georgia avenue and Clark 
university the motorman acts in the dual 
Us- 
ually he has very little to do outside of his 
ordinary duties at the front end of the 
car. 

Motorman Ivy’s conductor left the car 
at Cecrgia avenue as usual yesterday af- 
terroon just about 4 o’clock, and the car 
proceeded toward the southern terminus of 
the line. There were several passengers on 
the car and Ivy had to glance back fre- 
quently to catch their signals when they 
wanted to get off. 

The car was moving down the slight 
grade near the point mentioned and Mo- 
torman Ivy had his eye turned towards the 
passengers. As he stood thus the cur gave 
a lurch, there was a sickening thrill], and 
a@ shcrt cry. 

The passengers started up in alarm and 
Ivy, instantly realizing what had happened, 
reversed the current and hurriedly turned 
on the brakes. The car Stopped a few feet 
from where the horrible affair occurred 
a the motorman and the passengers got 
OtL. 

The sight that met the gaze of the motor- 
man was one that he will never farzget. 

With face and hands terribly mangled, 
was the body of little Ralph Arnold, quite 
still. Unseen by any one on the car the 
little fellow had wandered upon the tracks, 
and at a moment when the motorman’s 
eyes were not upon the track in front the 
—_ Struck jand almost instantly killed 

m. 

A crowd quickly collected and the man- 
gled child was removed to his home a few 
yards away. News of the tererible catas- 
trophe was carried to Mr. Arnold at his 
place of buSiness. 

It developed after the accident that little 
Ralph was trying to follow his mother, who 
had gone to visit a neighbor. She was 
looking back and fainted as she saw the 
tragedy. He was just two and a half years 
old and was not quick enough to get off 
the track in time to tave himself. 

Motorman Ivy was sadly wrought up 
over the accident. Tears poured from his 
eyes and when asked about it, he replied 
in shaken tones: 

“Don’t ask me yet. It broke me up so 
that I can’t tell anything about it just at 
present.”’ 

Coroner Paden went out to the home of 
Mr. Arnold yesterday afternosn, but as 
the witnesses could not be got together 
the inquest was postponed until 9 o’clock 
this morning.

The Fire Started in the Office of That 
Lumber Company-The Loss 
Was Total. 


One of the quickest and hardest fires the 
Atlanta fire department has ever had to 
fight was yesterday afternoon at what is 
usually called Nace’s old lumber yard, but 
which is now owned by Butler, Curtis & 
Walcott, the damage amounting to fully 
$5,000, without any imsurance. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but it 
is supposed to have been caused by some one 
carelessly throwing a cigarette or cigar 
stump into a pile of shavings in the house 
where the blaze was. tirst discovered, and 
trom which it spread with electrical 
rapidity, communicating quickly to other 
parts of the yard and other buildings. 

The fire was discovered about 2:20 o’clock 
by Mr. Butler, who was in the brick ortice 
used by the firm as headquarters. When 
he first discovered it it was a small blaze, 
about the size of an ordinary table. Know- 
ing what the attendant dangers were, he 
did not stop to make any futile attempts 
to put it out without sufficient water, but 
rushed to the nearest fire alarm box and 
sent in the signal. He rushed immediately 
back, only to see that the entire building 
was in flames and the blaze shooting in 
ragged fury into the air, biting at the 
very cross pieces of the telegraph pole near 
by. Inside the small building the molding 
and window frames, always inflammable, 
but heretofore inert, served as a veritable 
hot-bed of crackling fire, throwing off 
heavy black smoke from the heavy, fat 
strips. 

Although the fire department was af the 
lumber yard, which is on Decatur street, 
between Bell and Fort—a run of nearly @ 
mile—in six minutes after the alarm was 
sent in, the fire had spread faster and 
faster and was scorching the sides of 
several houses next to it and had caught 
the other two storehouses and the planing 
mill. Several piles of lumber, too, had 
begun to blaze up, and even the top of the 
brick office had begun to smoke, ready to 
add to the heat, danger and loss. Every 
effort was made by Chief Joyner to save 
from the fire the planing mill, where the 
machinery was stored, but on all sides the 
fire sprang up until the attention of the 
department had to be directed solely to 
preventing the flames from spreading up on 
all sides and sweeping away the thick 
settlements of houses that were bunched 
about the yards on either side and across 
the way. 

Thus the various piles of lumber gradu- 
ally became enveloped by the leaping 
flames and added to the voluminous rolls 
of black, sullen smokesthat arose over the 
lumber vard and floated away to the east 
like a murky cyclone cloud that was sail- 
ing with suppressed speed in a heavy, un- 
certain way. Then the office was enveloped 
with flames and quickly went up in fire 
and smoke, communicating to the tele- 
phone poles, burning in half the cross- 
pieces, which were saved from falling by 
the hot wires. Two frame buildings were 
also burned, but neither of them was oc- 
cupied. Several residences were scorched 
in places, but not damaged seriously. 

The fire lasted from 2:20 until 6 o’clock, 
when the last hose wagon left. Nearly an 
acre was burned over and npt one bit of 
lumber was left untouched, leaving every- 
thing that was standing skeletons of 
soaky black. 

Was Going to Take Out a Policy. 

Had the fire occurred today instead of 
yesterday the lumber and buildings would 
have been fully insured; as it is the fire 
caused a total loss. One of the members 
of the firm had a dream upon day before 
yesterday that there was a fire that burned 
up a lumber yard and he at once told his 
parvers. ‘While they were inclined to 
laugh at the dream’s foreboding anything 
in the way of a fire in their yard, there 
were no objections to the policy, as it was 
a safe plan. The policy was to have 
been signed up today. 

The Fire Breaks Out Again. 

Last night about 10 o’clock there was an 
alarm turned in from box 45, at the corner 
of Decatur and: Bell streets. It seems that 
despite the carefulness of Chief Joyner, 
some sparks still lingered in one of the 
lumber piles and after smoldering for 
several hours burst forth vigorously. The 
department had no difficulty in putting it 
out with the chemical engine. 

Another Incident of the Fire. 

It was just three years ago last month 
that there was a fire in this same lumber 
yard. At that time John Terrell was a 
member of the fire department and it was 
his first run to a fire. Terrell is now fore- 
man of hose company No. 6 and yesterday 
was his first run as foreman and the fire 
was in the same place. 
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SLIDING STREET HANDS. 


Unemployed Men Are to Be Given an 
Opportunity to Work. 

Augusta, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—The may- 
or, by authority and advice of the streets 
and drains committee, has ordered, as an 
experiment, a slide on the street forces of 
the corporation. By this is meant an ar- 
rangement where a small number of the 
unemployea men get work. The mayor has 
been importuned, day in and day out, by 
people out of employment, who besought of 
him work of any kind. They have appeal- 
ed to him in the most pathetic manner. 
They have pointed out that their wives and 
little ones were hungry and needed food 
and nourishment, and they have expressed 
willingness to work at anything, for any 
consideration. Fifteen of the most worthy 
of these men have been assigned to the su- 
perintendent of streets and drains. He is 
ordered to put them to work ‘n the morn- 
ing. The understanding is that their com- 
pensation is to be $1 a day. The sufperin- 
tendent oi streets and. drains is ordered, in 
order to make room for the new men, to 
“lay off,” or suspend fifteen of his regular 
force for two weeks. After two weeks the 
regulars thus put off will be put back at 
work again and fifteen others of the reg- 
ulars will be laid off, the phalanx being put 
back again, and so on. 

This is going to cause a big hub-bub, and 
the mayor and committee are going to come 
in for round criticism. There will be many 
points raised against the right and equity 
we the proceeding, especially by those 
whom it will directly affect. It is already 
regarded by some as the initial step to- 
ward making wages in this department $1 
a day permanently. 

The city council this afternoon ordered 
the purchase of a $2,000 chemical engine for 
the fire department.

‘Wall street had a week of great dull- 
ness. Railway shares were inclined to Sag, 
while the manipuiators moved their fa- 
vorites in accordance with the speculative 
end in view. There was nothing in the 
general situation, as we have indicated, to 
tempt the public to ouy the wares which 
skillful cperators are waiting to exchange 
for cash. So the manipulators continyed 
to Wait, the public to stay away. 


“Karnings have not improved, in some 
cases are more unfavorable than before, 
seventy-three roads, the third week in May, 
showing a loss of neerly 2 per cent. The 
coal strike has had a bad eliect, but an- 
other effort will be made to settle it—this 
time by a concession to the miners.

Market closed quiet; middiing 67,2, 
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NEW YORK, June 4.—Our advices today 
are that Liverpool declined owing te tne 
New Orleans exchange corrections of 65,000 
bales at St. Louis; 5,700 at other interior 
points and 15,000 bales at the ports, which 
werd added to the amount coming into sight, 
increasing the total movement to 7,307,000 
bales, causing the weakness, and this mar- 
ket closes 10 points lower than Saturday.

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The Cereal Situation.

The first two days ot last week found bulls 
hopeful. They relied on tne crop damage 
reports. The weather in May was unusual- 
ly cold. It does not appear, however, that 
the accounts of injury had much basis in 
fact. The damage was almost entirely local 
and applied to fruits rather than to wheat. 
The trouble with cold weather as a bull 
argument is that wheat seems to thrive on 
it. A cold. wet spring in 1891 gave the coun- 
try the largest winter wheat crop ever 
grown. It is not surprising then that the 
last half of the week just closed witnessed 
a further decline in prices due to snecula- 
tive liquidation by people who had bought 
on the belief that prices were on hottom: 
that a rally, at least, mus* be at hand. Ar- 
gentine was again in eontral. Chicago 
speculators continued to predict 530 cents 
for cash wheat. There was very little 
change either in the speculative or the stat- 
istical situation. As to the former, it is 
probable that the short interest was reduced, 
large operators at the west covering as 

holders liquidated. Those ~perators 
ting furtber decline take the 
are so burdensome that 


the market will sag under its own weight. 
Unfortunately, facts back them up. There 
are over 21,000,000 bushels in Chicago ele- 
vators and warehouses, and some ec¢ it is of 
the crop of 1891. The visible supply amounts 
to over 60,000,000 bushels. The new crop is 
only a few weeks away. Harvesting has 
begun in Texas and in a fortnight it will be 
quite general throughout the country. 
These considerations help ‘o explain the 
bearish tendencies: of professional specu- 
‘ators in Chicago. But they arc not all. 
The crop situation on the whole has im- 
proved. Winter wheat may possibly show 
a lower average, but there has been much 
advancement in the northwest, where it 
begins to look as if farmers would grow 
another large crop, netwithstanding abnor- 
maliy low prices. 
area and of sowing to other grain large 
areas formerly sown to spring wheat. No 
we.l-informed person believes in this theory. 
It is a truism that the farmer of the south 
has his stapie crop and can raise no other. 
The crop of the south is cotton, that of the 
southwest is winter wheat. in the corn belt 
it is corn, and in the northwest it is spring 
wheat. Tre improved crop situation was 
coupled wicn another influence of depression, 
namely, the continued weakness of for- 
eign markets. The latter seems to be al- 
most as. importawt an obstacle in the way 
of a pronounced advance as are large 
stocks. Every time the market has started 
up on this side cables have pulled it back. 
They have not responded at all to our brief 
periods of strength. Last week the ship- 
ments of wheat and flour from all export- 
ing countries to western Europe were sev- 
eral hundred thousand bushels less than re- 
quirements. It was the first week in a long 
time in which shipments were smaller than 
requirements, and the falling off wes ‘\ue 
to small “xports from India and a reauction 
in the shipments of Argentine. The latter, 
however, may be temporary. With gold 
very scarce and wheat:very plentiful, it is 
not likely that Argentine will be slow In 
sending forward cereal crop. It is estimated 
that that country has still a f€urplus of 
50,000,000 bushels, which does not look as if 
shipments will be much curtailed during the 
next few months. Russian shipments have 
been liberal and promise, to continue so. 
Chere has been a very large change in the 
foreign crop situation: such change as has 
occurred has been for the better. The latest 
ac-ounts indicate that France, Germany 
and Austro-Hungary will raise excellent 
crops. The favorable prospects abrond 
have, of course, contributed to the weak- 
ness of foreign markets, as Europe sees 
plainly that there is not going to be any 
dearth of supplies in the new crop year. 

Receipts at western points continued 
about the same and were fairlv liberal as 
compared with any other period except the 
extraordinarv ones of a year ago and two 
years ago. Farmers seem still to be needy 
and are selling at the lowest prices or 
thereabonts ever recorded. On the farm the 
old crop 1s making way for the new.

Why He Did Not Marry Miss Ida 
Dent Wright. 


A COURTSHIP OF ONLY THREE DAYS 


They Met at a Reception Given by the 
President o! Salwadortothe Mother of 
the American Beauty and Daughter. 


Washington, June 4.—The following cable- 
gram from Captain Thomas, commander of 
the Bennington, was received at the navy 
department today: ‘‘La Libertad, June 4, 
1894.—The revolution has been successful. 
President Ezeta, of Salvador, escaped today 
at 5 o'clock a. m., and has gone on board a 
German steamer which is already to leave 
La Libertad. General Antonio Ezeta, the 
brother of the president has been dead three 
weeks. This fact has been kept secret.” 


In this connection the following story 
which comes from San Francisco is espe- 
cially interesting: 

The announcement of the breaking of 
the engagement of Miss Ida Dent Wright, 
a well-known American beauty, with Gen- 
eral Antonio Ezeta, vice president of Sal- 
vador, created considerable comment in 
this city, as the young lady has quite a 
circle of friends here, says the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner. 

The story of the courting of the valorous 
Central American general, the refusal of 
his brother, the president, Don Carlos, to 
sanction the affair and the ultimate break- 
ing of the engagement, with all the circum- 
stances attending it, of war, revolution, 
politics and love, makes the narrative read 
like a romance, 

Miss Wright is a native of Georgia and 
of the city of Atlanta, famous for its beau- 
tiful women. Her father was a prominent 
lawyer there and only died some two years 
ago. Her mother is quite a remarkable 
woman and is well Known as a writer on 
a New York newspaper. 

Some three years ago Mrs. Wright was 
sent by her paper to the City of Mexico 
to perform some work. She did so well 
that a syndicate of eastern newspapers 
sent her to Central America to make some 
arrangements with those governments tor 
writing up tme country there. 

Mrs. Wright and her daughter arrived 
in this city about one year ago and were 
at the Palace hotel for about four weeks. 
They were then on the way to Salvador. 
Mrs. Wright carried with her the highest 
of credentials from Secretary Gresham. 

When they arrived at Acajutia they found 
that the president of Salvador had placed 
a special train at their disposal to convey 
them to the capital. On arriving at San 
Salvador the president and his officers re- 
ceived them and showed them every atten- 
tion. 

General Antonio Ezeta, the vice president, 
was away in the interior and arrived in 
San Salvador on the night that the president 
was giving a reception to Mrs. Wright. 

It was at the reception at the national 
palace that he first met Miss Wright. 
He fell violently in love with the beautiful 
American girl and three days after their 
first meeting he asked Mrs. Wright's con- 
sent to marry her daughter. This was 
obtained, the president gave his consent 
and the wedding day was fixed for the 
12th of last November. In the meantime 
a continuous round of pleasure was kept 
up for them in the capital of the little 
republic. Ezeta gave his prospective bride 
sume $10,000 worth of diamonds and ap- 
pointed a special guard of honor from his 
officers to attend her. 

Last September Miss Wright and her 
mother sailed for Paris via New York to 
prepare the trousseau. Ezeta was to meet 
them in Washington in November, where 
the marriage was to have been celebrated. 

On Miss Wright's arrival in New York the 
engagement was announced, but no sooner 
had President Don Carlos Ezeta heard of 
it than he wired the Salvadoran consul 
general at Washington to deny that any 
such engagement was in effect or that such 
@ marriage was to take place. He told his 
brother that if he wished to be the gov- 
ernment candidate for president in the 
aext election he must give up his Ameri- 
can love and marry one of his own country- 
women. in vain General Ezeta protested, 
and he finally concluded to break his en- 
gagement. He wrote Miss Wright telling her 
they must part. 

General Ezeta, however, was much sur- 
prised to receive a letter and also a pacs- 
age containing all of his presents to Miss 
Wright before the swiftest ocean carrier 
could have returned an answer to his 
letter. It was from Mrs. Wright. She told 
him she desired to have the engagement 
with her daughter annulled immediately. 

Of course Ezeta was astonished and for 
a time he could not understand the action 
of Mrs. Wright. One day it was told to 
him. Events in his life which showed that 
he was not a fit person to become the 
husband of the American girl had been 
told Mrs. Wright ut the instigation of his 
brother. Then there was a quarral between 
the two brothers, followed by the announce- 
ment in New York and San Salvador of 
the breaking of the engagement.
